When the cars reached the Depot in this 


city, not a cheer was given for the Judge, 
siivo from two or three boys on the curs. He 
was hurried into u hack with Arnold, John 
White, and D. A. J. Uphain, and lutlf a do- 
aen hand-bills wero thrown in with thein, 
containing » burlesque notico of the celebra- 
tion. The Judge und Mr. Arnold picked 
them up and opened thum, but after reading 
them u little while suddenly dropped them, 
while their eyes wero unusually expansive; 
they proceeded up Second street to Oaeida, 
tho tin kettle music playing, ncmnpanied. by 
half n dozen hack*, und the usual hotel oin- 
nibusses—the women and boys having chief- 
ly preceded them on foot, not in procession, 
but apparently in the greatest haste to got 
homo, Gen. KIKG being ahead. 
When they 


arrived at Market Square, the Judge uncov- 
ered, nnd in that, manner rude through 
Eiist Water, Wisconsin, Main and Huron to 
the "States." Not n solitary cheer greeted 
him on tho route, nor when ho came for- 
ward to address the 500 or 600 people from 
tho balcony.

A shrewd and indifferent observer would 


be led to doubt the assertions of those who 
answer the above question affirmatively, from 
the manner in which they deem it necessa- 
ry to re-affirm it. 
It has been heretofore 


supposed that the lily needs no puint; and 
when people see Judge Hubbell and his 
friends vociferously asserting that he is "hon- 
orably acquitted," and glorifj'ing over the 
endorsing shouts of n crowd of boys," who are 
us ready to shout for one thing as another, 
they will think such strenuous efforts to force 
praise, argue both a consciousness thnt he 
needs it, and a doubt that he deserves it. 


A unanimous acquittal upon such charges 


as were preferred against Judge Hubbell, 
might justly have been denominated an hon- 
orable acquittal. Less than that, could scar- 
cely be so. ''And where, half the Senate vo- 
ted guilty, though it was nn acquittal, it was 
certainly one that an honorable man would 
have little reason to feel proud of. And more 
especially does this appear, when we re- 
member the law under which this decision 
was made. The counsel for the defense urged 
upon the Senate; through the .whole trial, 
they could not vote for conviction until "satis- 
fied beyond all reasonable doubt, of the corrup- 
tion!" Such being the law, it is fair, there- 
fore, to presume that the twelve who voted 
guilty were satisfied of guilt beyond all;rea- 
sonable doubt; whilenll that c<tn be assumed 
of the other twelve, is, that they were not so 
satisfied, though they might : have' believed, 
us some of them have since said they did, that 
the evidence of corruption was very strong. 


Such an acquittal is a dishonorable one, and 


is so regarded by the whole community. 
It 


is so felt by the Judge and his friends, and 
hence their effort to get some expression 
from the public to sopth their wounded feel- 
ings, and, if possible, remove'the doubt in 
their own minds. If the acquittal had been 
unanimous, a modest, high-minded silence 
would have been in better taste than a noisy, 
boasting demonstration. 
A clean record 


would have been a better, and more lasting 
badge of honor, than wreaths of sulphurous 
smoke, or tl*B illuminations of blazing bass- 
wood. But when the record ia staimxl— 
when that is dark and mutt so remain for all 
time to corae, then any attempt* to contra- 
dict it by the momentary bellowing of can- 
non or of George Walker, or to lighten its 
darkness by the transient gleams of bonfires, 
is not only utterly vain, but it'in the worst 
possible Uste! Boasting over such honors; 
exalting himself as an honorable maii for hav- 
ing barely escaped conviction, shows that his 
sense of honor ia ae perverted aa the trial 
showed bit sens* of justice to have been 


Such being the sentiment ot the intelligent 


portion of the community, it it needles* to al- 
lude in detail to the acts in the farce enacted 
at the States on Saturday' evening. George 
Walker, on behalf of the Judge's Wanda, 
made a brief speech welcoming him back, 
after the terrible ordeal he bad paaaed. and 
from wfakk he had come forth with honor. 


The Joige then addreaaed the crowi at 


tome length. 
He expressed hi* gratitude 


to "the people of Milwaukee"*'tor their dem- j 
onstration ; said his chief fear throughout; 
•was, that Milwaukee and the State might be 
injured through him, and gave utterance to 
his satisfaction in knowing that such would 
not be the case. He complained of the man- 
ner in which the investigation was conducted j 
before the committee, and of the employment j 
of Mr. Ryan. He said the verdict ^of the | 
Court was gratifying, but still uot wholly sat- j 
isfactory to him, und asked ; "the people,'.',( 
(that is, the crowd,) to say whether he wns i 
guilty or not. There, was a response of not • 
guilty from one fourth, or perhaps one third ; 
of the crowd, including most ot the boys.— j 
At le»st threo quarters of, the men present i 
atood in silence, not only under this appeal, : 
but under all the rest. The News says that j 
on one occasion "nine hearty cheers'" were j 
given. That is not so. 
Not one "hearty j 


cheer'1 was given from the beginning to the j 
end, except ut the close, when some half H 
dozen men proposed and gave three cheers j 
for Mrs. Howe. 
Col. Walker, Mr. Larkin, I 


Mr. Uphtim, Mr. Blossom and Mr. Boyd, 
standing on the balcony, tried repeatedly by 
waving of lints and calling for cbeers to get 
up some eritUusiasm, but it was an utter fail- 
ure. There was a little knot in front of the 
door feebly responded, while the vust crowd 
atood looking on laughing at the farce. 


The Judge said thnt when the charges 


were ..preferred there was no bulni in .Gilead 
for him but a full and public trial, and that 
he hastened to demand it; and that ;tli thro' 
the investigation he uided the prosecution as 
far aa he wus able to gel at the truth and the ] 
whole truth.

This boast was poorly sustained by the ! 


facts. 
He first endeavored to shut out all 


consideration of nets under his lirst term of 
office; when the amended specification in 
in the Wymiin case was offered, he made n 
strenuous opposition to its recepi ion, though 
the only change in it wns n correction in the 
name of a county ; nnd lie resisted, by a close 
nnd technical cross-exiitr.ination, the proof, 
thuttlie bond, given by him to Mitchuil, wus 
the same received from tho city on the Ttiy- 
lor judgment, though after it was proved he 
admitted it. There ware two courses for him 
to adopt—one to nsk und allow a Cull investi- 
gation—the other to stand strictly on his le- 
gal rights. 
He adopted the latter course, 


and now claims the credit, of the former. 


After the Judge retired, Mr. Arnold spoke 


n few minutes upon the case, nnd closed by 
asking for the Judge's \yife, who hnJ stood 
by him 
•" with u child-like confidence imd a 


martyr's courage," the honors of R warm re- 
ception. This called forth the loudest res- 
ponse that, was given, but it was feeble com- 
pared with the crowd, and caused numbers 
to remark that " even, that couldn't raise a 
cheer!" 


Mr. McMuntnun spoke in favor of his 


friend, " the Judge of the Second Jutii-cu- 
ry," and denounced those who, by their evil 
" mechanisms," hud tried to destroy his " cha- 
rac-ter." 


Mr, Blossom came forward, and attempted 


to explain—or perhaps we should sny com- 
plete—his testimony given before the Court 
of Impeachment and the Committee, for he 
does not seem to have got through testifying 
yet. 
He did not make the agreement be- 


tween his different .depositions .appear more, 
perfect tlrmn the "harmony.of the gospels^" 
We are glnd that, in common with the pub- 
lic; he is not entirely satisfied with the rec- 
ord of his former performances. 


But the last act in the comedy was the 


richest of all. The Mayor, laying nside his 
official dignity, came forward simply as fat, 
good-natured, friendly .George ^Wulker, and 
ui'tor alluding to the fine day, to the fine ride 
to Witukesha, to the recovery of their friend, 
and the lino ride back, as their crowning 
glory;—ns. proof conclusive of their purity, 
judicial and otherwise—George ssid they 
had done all that ";withdutsany drunkeness, 
nnd without any debauchery or licentious- 
ness." Mirabile dictu t The Judge and his 
friends, celebrating his vindicated innocence 
and purity in a two-hours* r.ide,to Waukesha 
and buck, neither got drunk1,' nor made any 
public manifestations of licentiousness ! The 
stress thut George laid on it showed that he 
regarded it as a remarkable fact, and he took 
an opportune time ,to boHst|of it, befo'rW'thia 
change in the programme had rendered him 
-v too full for utterance."1
